For about 20 years, the 
Bracken County Food Pantry 
has been run by the Brooks¬ 
ville Baptist Church to pro¬ 
vide food for needy residents 
of Bracken County. Hours to 
receive non-perishable items 


are the first Thursday and the 
third Tuesday of every month 
from 6:00-7:30 p.m. Perish¬ 
able items also are available 
at the Food Pantry at noon 
on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. 

Food Pantry Manager 
Tim Boyd advised that each 
recipient must be a resident 
of Bracken County and may 
receive a single box of a va¬ 
riety of non-perishable food 
items each month. Food 
boxes are available for both 
needy senior citizens and 
families. 

According to Brooks¬ 
ville Baptist Church Pastor 
Tony Cox, “We serve about 
200 households per month, 
but many people who need 
food don’t know about the 
pantry or won’t avail them¬ 
selves of our resources. As 
a result, we know that there 
are children in our county 
who may go to bed hungry 
for lack of a bowl of soup.” 

The food drive for the 
Bracken County Food Pan¬ 
try will be held in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Augusta Ro¬ 
tary Club’s Annual Pancake 


Breakfast at the Augusta 
School Cafeteria on Satur¬ 
day, March 7 from 7 a.m. 
to 11:00 a.m. Donated food 
items may be dropped off 
at the Rotary Trailer which 
will be parked in front of the 
school cafeteria entrance. 
Monetary donations may 
be given inside at the ticket 
desk. 

Augusta Rotary Club 
President Tay Kelsch noted 
that the Pancake Breakfast is 
always a popular event every 
year and for $5 everyone can 
get a hearty breakfast of pan¬ 
cakes, bacon or sausage, eggs 
and juice. “The Food Pantry 
serves those who may not 
have a good meal at times, 
so the Augusta Rotary Club 
thought that having a food 
drive along with our pancake 
breakfast could raise aware¬ 
ness and collect some items 
that are needed.”

(Editor’s Note: Based on the 
History of Bracken County) 
(Conclusion)

On September 7, 1862, 
General Basil Duke rode into 
Augusta with a battalion of 
Morgan’s Cavalry and was 
attacked from the houses by 
hastily assembled or drafted 
homeguards. Many buildings 
were burned and the names 
of many prominent families 
appear among the dead. 

In the eighties of that 
century came a trunk line 
railway that added greatly to 
transportation facilities. 

In 1908 came again the 
echo of cavalry hoofs, the 
night riders of the tobacco 
war. Country buying of the 
crop eased, loose leaf markets 
became the popular sales 
method that soon were moved 
to central markets in larger 
towns. 

The county increased in 
years 1800 to 1900 from a 


population of 2,000 to more 
than 14,000, only to lose 
more than one third to the 
cities in the last four decades. 
Highways have been built 
to all points of the compass. 
One main highway parallels 
the north bank of the Ohio 
with bright promise on a like 
roadway on the south bank in 
the near future. 

For a century and a half, it 
has been a city of happy homes, 
schools and churches and has 
the only public library in the 
county, the gift of one of its 
boyhood citizens. Its banking, 
industrial and mercantile 
institutions are good. 

May its seventeen hundred 
citizens continue to prosper 
in this time of worldwide 
confusion—fortunately less 
here than across the seas, 
so they can say with Frank 
Stanton in the dark days of the 
South’s reconstruction after 
the civil war: 

“This world we’re living 
in is mighty hard to beat, we 
get a thorn with every rose, 
but ain’t the roses sweet.”

Wood participates in 2015 Circuit 


Judges College in 

Circuit Court Judge 
Stockton B. Wood, who 
serves Bracken, Fleming, 
and Mason counties, par¬ 
ticipated in the 2015 Circuit 
Judges Winter College that 
took place Jan. 25-28 in Lou¬ 
isville. The Administrative 
Office of the Courts provid¬ 
ed the education program for 
the state’s circuit judges. 

The judges attended 
courses on domestic vio¬ 
lence, science and the law, 
computer forensics in court, 
alternative ways to resolve 
disputes in cases, personal 
jurisdiction, judicial writing 
for trial judges, evolving ar¬ 
eas of law and recently pub¬ 
lished cases, and court tech¬ 
nology, including eFiling. 
With eFiling, attorneys can 
file cases electronically. The 
program is now available in 
26 Kentucky counties and 
will be in every county in the 
state by the end of 2015. 

“eFiling is going to cut 
down on the time and money 
it takes to get to a courthouse 
to file case documents and 
attorneys can log on anytime 
of the day or night,” said Jef¬ 
ferson Family Court Judge 
Stephen M. George, presi¬ 
dent of the Kentucky Circuit 
Judges Association. “With 
clicks of a mouse, attorneys 
will be able to more effi¬ 
ciently access justice for the 
people they represent. 

“Also, this college was 
the first for our new circuit 
judges who took office Jan. 
5, so it was a perfect time to 
welcome them and for the

new judges and more expe¬ 
rienced judges to discuss a 
variety of judicial topics.” 

In addition to general 
sessions, the college offered 
separate courses for circuit 
judges with general jurisdic¬ 
tion and those who oversee 
Family Court cases. 

Circuit judges with gen¬ 
eral jurisdiction had the op¬ 
portunity to attend courses 
on scientific evidence and 
expert testimony, juror se¬ 
lection, property boundary 
cases, probation and pretrial 
discovery. They attended ses¬ 
sions about the admissibility 
of electronically information 
in cases and the rights of de¬ 
fendants who are indigent to 
get state funds for experts for 
their defense. 

Family Court judges 
attended a session about 
Kentucky’s new juvenile 
code under Senate Bill 200, 
the juvenile justice reform 
legislation passed by the 
General Assembly in 2014. 
Other courses specifically 
for Family Court judges fo¬ 
cused on self-represented 
litigants, child custody cases, 
and trends in dependency, 
neglect and abuse cases. The 
DNA session also covered 
what judges can do to ad¬ 
dress child fatalities and near 
fatalities in Kentucky. 

The AOC Division of 
Judicial Branch Education 
worked with the Education 
Committees of the Kentucky 
Circuit Judges Association to 
provide the college. The col¬ 
lege included 20.75 hours of 
continuing education credit 
for the circuit judges. 

Circuit Court is the court 
of general jurisdiction that 
hears civil matters involving 
more than $5,000, capital of¬ 
fenses and felonies, divorc¬ 
es, adoptions, termination of 
parental rights, land dispute 
title cases and contested pro¬ 
bate cases. 

Family Court is a di¬ 
vision of Circuit Court. In 
counties that have a Family 
Court, the court has primary 
jurisdiction in cases involv¬ 
ing family issues, including 
divorces, adoption, child 
support, domestic violence 
and juvenile status offenses. 

Administrative Office 
of the Courts - The AOC is 
the operations arm for the 
state court system and sup¬ 
ports the activities of 3,300 
court system employees and 
403 elected justices, judges 
and circuit court clerks. As 
the fiscal agent for the state 
court system, the AOC also 
executes the Judicial Branch 
budget.

CULTIVATE A SENSE OF LEISURE 

I know that there is nothing better for people than to 
be happy and to do good while they live. That each of them 
may eat and drink, and find satisfaction in all their toil — 
this is the gift of God. Ecclesiastes 3:12-13 

Work and Productivity may be important, but they 
aren't the only important things in life, or even the most 
important things in life. Most of us would probably agree 
that God and our family should come before our job, and 
that the whole point of work is to help us support ourselves 
and our families. A much neglected area of many people's 
lives today is leisure. We are so busy with work and the 
workaday aspects of life (e.g., cooking, cleaning, etc.) that 
we don't find time for play. Play can be anything from 
playing catch with your children to enjoying music to 
playing games. The arts are also an important aspect of 
leisure, and simply going to a museum or to the movies 
can be a nice break from the monotony of our work lives.

What to Do Before 
an Earthquake 

Earthquakes strike sud¬ 
denly, violently and without 
warning. Identifying potential 
hazards ahead of time and ad¬ 
vance planning can reduce the 
dangers of serious injury or 
loss of life from an earthquake. 
Repairing deep plaster cracks 
in ceilings and foundations, 
anchoring overhead lighting 
fixtures to the ceiling, and fol¬ 
lowing local seismic building 
standards, will help reduce the 
impact of earthquakes. 

Six Ways to Plan Ahead 

Check for Hazards in the 
Home 

• Fasten shelves securely 
to walls. 

• Place large or heavy ob¬ 
jects on lower shelves. 

• Store breakable items 
such as bottled foods, glass, 
and china in low, closed cabi¬ 
nets with latches. 

• Hang heavy items such 
as pictures and mirrors away 
from beds, couches, and any¬ 
where people sit. 

• Brace overhead light fix¬ 
tures. 

• Repair defective electri¬ 
cal wiring and leaky gas con¬ 
nections. These are potential 
fire risks. 

• Secure a water heater by 
strapping it to the wall studs 
and bolting it to the floor. 

• Repair any deep cracks 
in ceilings or foundations. Get 
expert advice if there are signs 
of structural defects. 

• Store weed killers, 
pesticides, and flammable 
products securely in closed 
cabinets with latches and on 
bottom shelves. 

Identify Safe Places 
Indoors and Outdoors 

• Under sturdy furniture 
such as a heavy desk or table. 

• Against an inside wall. 


• Away from where glass 
could shatter around win¬ 
dows, mirrors, pictures, or 
where heavy bookcases or 
other heavy furniture could 
fall over. 

• In the open, away from 
buildings, trees, and telephone 
and electrical lines, overpass¬ 
es, or elevated expressways. 
Educate Yourself and 
Family Members 

Contact your local emer¬ 
gency management office for 
more information on earth¬ 
quakes. Teach children how 
and when to call 911, police, 
or fire department and which 
radio station to tune to for 
emergency information. Teach 
all family members how and 
when to turn off gas, electric¬ 
ity, and water. 

Have Disaster Supplies 
on Hand 

• Flashlight and extra bat¬ 
teries. 

• Portable battery-oper¬ 
ated radio and extra batteries. 

• First aid kit and manual. 

• Emergency food and 
water. 

• Non-electric can opener. 

• Essential medicines. 

• Cash and credit cards. 

• Sturdy shoes. 

Develop an Emergency 
Communication Plan 

In case family members 
are separated from one an¬ 
other during an earthquake (a 
real possibility during the day 
when adults are at work and 
children are at school); de¬ 
velop a plan for reuniting after 
the disaster. Ask an out-of- 
state relative or friend to serve 
as the “family contact.” After 
a disaster, it’s often easier to 
call long distance. Make sure 
everyone in the family knows 
the name, address, and tele¬ 
phone number of the contact 
person.

Improving 
reproductive 
efficiency in heifers

To improve the reproduc¬ 
tive efficiency, and thus prof¬ 
itability, of a beef cattle op¬ 
eration, you must understand 
proper heifer development. 
Properly managing yearling 
heifer reproduction is the first 
step toward reproductive effi¬ 
ciency. 

Your goal is to manage 
heifers so they’11 conceive 
early by reducing the age of 
puberty, shortening the time 
from puberty to conception 
and increasing fertility. 

Age at puberty is the most 
important factor in managing 
heifer reproduction. For pu¬ 
berty to occur, a heifer should 
weigh at least 67 percent of her 
expected mature weight. This 
percentage of mature weight 
is a heifer’s “target weight.” 

Most heifer development 
programs require that heifers 
reach the target weight by the 
onset of their first breeding 
season. For maximum fertil¬ 
ity and reproduction, heifers 
must have at least one estrus 
before the breeding season 
begins. Research shows that 
fertility increases about 20 
percent from the first to third 
estrus after puberty. Thus, it’s 
logical to manage heifers to 
reach puberty before the start 
of breeding season. 

Crossbreeding is another 
management practice to re¬ 
duce heifers’ age at puberty. 
Crossbred heifers, with a ge¬ 
netic makeup of not more than 
75 percent of one breed, have 
a significantly reduced age at 
puberty compared to straight- 
bred heifers. Crossbred heif¬ 
ers also have greater overall

fertility resulting from hybrid 
vigor. 

Examine the cowherd to 
determine the cows’ approxi¬ 
mate weights and use these 
data to set the heifers’ target 
weights. Then, determine how 
much heifers must gain daily to 
reach the target weight. Once 
you determine the necessary 
daily weight gain, develop a 
ration that provides the proper 
nutrients to help heifers reach 
the target weight. Periodically 
weigh heifers to ensure that 
they’re gaining the appropri- 


Throughout this week of 
record-breaking weather, we 
all witnessed the emergency 
workers and road crews do 
what they do best - to make 
Mother Nature’s winter storms 
as manageable as possible.

sick and the elderly, among 
others. Media outlets also 
provide an important service 
in keeping us all informed. 
Weather emergencies such as 


the one the Commonwealth 
experienced can bring out 
the best in all of us and we 
realize how interconnected 
our own lives are with those 
around us, and how much we 
all depend upon the services 
of a great many employees, 
both in the public and private 
sector, for doing all they can 
to keep us safe for harm.

ate weight. If not, adjust the 
ration to compensate. 

Also, be sure heifers are 
properly vaccinated according 
to label and veterinarian rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Breeding is the final step 
in managing heifer develop¬ 
ment. It’s advisable to con¬ 
sider estrus synchronization 
and/or artificial insemination. 
Some advantages of estrus 
synchronization are poten¬ 
tially higher pregnancy rates; 
heavier, more uniform calves 
at weaning; and increased pro¬ 
duction and labor efficiency. 
Using AI gives producers the 
ability to use superior, more 
predictable sires. 

Most calving problems 
occur when heifers have 
calves for the first time; thus, 
there is merit in using estrus 
synchronization and AI with 
bulls of proven calving ease 
on first-calf heifers. 

Getting heifers bred as 
early as possible gives them 
more time to rebreed after 
calving. For more information 
about cattle reproductive ef¬ 
ficiency or other cattle topics, 
contact the Bracken County 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice.

He suggested the 
idea of having a special Future Farmer Day some time during 1934, prefer¬ 
ably on one of the regular national FFA broadcasting days. It was pointed 
out that the various state associations could perhaps plan special state 
broadcasts also on that day and that chapters might plan their father and 
son banquets on the date specified. The idea seemed to meet with general 
delegate approval and after some discussion it was moved by Stewart that 
the Board of Trustees arrange for such a day; motion passed.” 

Educate and advocate! National FFA Week is an opportunity for FFA 
members, alumni and sponsors to advocate for agricultural education and 
FFA. It’s a time to share with local, state and national audiences what FFA 
is and the impact it has on members every day.

On Sunday evening 
we had the opportunity 
to watch the CBS Special 
memorializing their late and 
great news reporter, Bob 
Simon.

The 2,500 families 
that call this landfill home 
are among the poorest of 
poor where many paths lead 
home to drugs and violence. 
In order to keep the kids out 
of gangs, a local musician, 
Favio Chavez, started up a 
youth orchestra, but due to 
their extreme poverty none 
of the young members could 
afford a musical instrument. 
As a matter of fact, a violin 
would be worth more than 
the area homes and an item 
that would be readily stolen 
and sold for drug money.

Frost Seeding

The frost seeding meth¬ 
od allows seeds to be inter- 
seeded into undisturbed soils 
by scattering seed on top of 
the ground. The freezing and 
thawing action of the soil 
works the seeds into the soil 
where they can germinate. 
In Kentucky, the ideal time 
to frost seed is between Feb¬ 
ruary 10 and March 1, with 
mid-February preferred. It is 
important to consider what 
forage species can be suc¬ 
cessfully frost seeded. Seed¬ 
ing red and white clover is 
recommended using this 
method. While it is possible 
to frost seed some grass spe¬ 
cies, it is typically less suc¬ 
cessful and generally not 
recommended. Using this 
technique can reduce ma¬ 
chine use and seeding cost. 
It is also beneficial as it can 
be done at times when utiliz¬ 
ing heavy machinery would 
damage pastures such as 
extremely wet periods. Indi¬ 
vidual pasture characteristics 
should also be considered 
when deciding if frost seed¬ 
ing will be successful on 
your farm. 

Seeding nitrogen-fix¬ 
ing legumes into existing 
grass stands will reduce ni¬ 
trogen fertilizer costs and 
can increase pasture yields 
and quality. Frost seeding 
legumes can be very suc¬ 
cessful when performed cor¬ 
rectly using the best suited 
species. Red and white clo¬ 
vers are the most commonly 
used and establish well with 
frost seeding. Birdsfoot tre¬ 
foil is another option and 
is often frost seeded in a 
mix with red clover. This 
non-bloating legume can be 
slow to establish and is of¬ 
ten sparse until the second 
year. After established, this 
long-lived perennial legume 
has been shown to produce a 
healthy stand for 10 or more 
years. Annual lespedeza is 
another legume sometimes 
seeded using this low input 
method. This warm-season, 
non-bloating legume is fairly 
drought tolerant and will be 
very productive when cool- 
season forages are suffering 
from “summer slump.” It is 
not recommended to frost 
seed alfalfa because of high¬ 
ly inconsistent results. 

Few grass species have 
been proven to be effective 
when frost seeded. In trials, 
perennial ryegrass and annual 
(Italian) ryegrass are the only 
grasses which established 
well enough to be a reason¬ 
able option when using this 
method. Orchardgrass has 
been somewhat successful 


under favorable conditions 
but frost seeding orchardgass 
is not a suggested practice. It 
is recommended to drill most 
grass species for maximum 
success. 

It is necessary to follow 
basic seeding and manage¬ 
ment guidelines for success¬ 
ful frost seeding. Having 
seed-to-soil contact is vital. 
Reduce the vegetative cover 
on the area to be seeded to 
allow more seed to reach 
the soil surface. Broadcasted 
seed needs to fall directly 
onto the soil surface in order 
to be worked into the soil 
through the freeze-thaw ac¬ 
tion that will occur. This can 
be accomplished by heavy 
grazing in the late fall and 
early winter or by mowing 
area to a low height prior 
to seeding. It may be more 
difficult to expose sufficient 
soil in existing stands of sod 
forming grasses. 

Reducing competition 
from existing forages and 
weeds is also crucial for suc¬ 
cessful seeding. Similar to 
creating seed-to-soil contact, 
grazing or mowing closely 
will reduce competition. In 
the spring, weed pressure 
may increase and weeds 
may need to be controlled 
by management methods or 
by herbicide application to 
allow seedlings to establish. 
It is important to remember 
that existing clovers will be 
killed by herbicide applica¬ 
tions. Be sure to read herbi¬ 
cide labels and follow rec¬ 
ommended waiting periods 
before seeding clovers or 
grazing animals. 

Although bloat may be 
an issue when grazing some 
legumes, a stand mixed with 
non-bloating legumes and 
grasses will reduce the likeli¬ 
ness of bloat. Basic manage¬ 
ment to reduce bloat should 
be followed as described in 
the UK Extension publica¬ 
tion http ://www. ca.uky. edu/ 
agc/pubs/id/idl 86/idl 86.pdf. 
Adding legumes into exist¬ 
ing pastures can benefit soil 
fertility and provide higher 
quality feed to livestock. Us¬ 
ing the frost seeding method 
can save money on seeding 
costs and reduces machinery 
use.

thusiasts with a conundrum: 
their older gear is too nice 
to throw away or donate, but 
they don’t use it anymore. 
They may gladly sell this 
gear reasonably to a friend 
or relative and be thankful it 
will be used and appreciated 
by someone they know. In 
the case of outdoor clothing, 
it may be given to you. 

4. Clean and lube a spin¬ 
ning reel to make it new 
again: If a spinning reel feels 
like it is slowly filling with 
sawdust or develops an an¬ 
noying catch on the retrieve, 
it is likely not completely 
shot and needs replacing, 
but just dirty and starved for 
lubrication. Old grease and 
oil attracts dirt and grit over 
time. This gunk builds up 
and impacts the reel’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

Remove the reel spool 
and wipe down the spool 
shaft and apply a light coat of 
reel oil. Oil the roller bearing 
on the bail that lays line on 
the spool. Remove the han¬ 
dle and the screws that hold 
the side plate (some reels 
have a decorative plate that 
covers one of the side plate 
screws). Gently pry open 
the side plate. You’ll see the 
main gear in the middle with 
a roller bearing on top of it. 
Remove the roller bearing 
and drop it in rubbing alcohol 
to dissolve old oil, grease and 
accumulated crud. Clean the 


main gear, the drive gear in 
front of the reel and the worm 
gear along the bottom with an 
old tooth brush and hot soapy 
water. After drying, apply a 
light coat of reel grease to the 
gears and apply a few drops 
of reel oil to the roller bear¬ 
ing. Reassemble the reel and 
it should sing like new. 

5. Buy a used pump shot¬ 
gun for spring turkey hunt¬ 
ing: A turkey hunting shotgun 
is a utility gun, not a pretty 
over-and-under for wing or 
trap shooting. Gun stores of¬ 
ten have used pump shotguns 
for $150 or less. A friend or 
relative who’s hunted for 
years often has an old pump 
they would let go of at little 
cost. Online auction sites 
have used pumps for bargain 
prices as well. As long as it 
functions, the appearance 
matters little since the first 
step is covering the gun with 
camouflage tape, making sure 
not to interfere with its action 
in the process. At this price, 
you can afford to add a red or 
green rear bead sight. Now, 
you have an affordable and 
perfectly functional turkey 
hunting shotgun. A 12-gauge 
that can chamber 3-inch mag¬ 
num shells is best. 

Use these tips to save 
much needed cash in getting 
the outdoor gear you need. 
The warm winds of spring 
are just around the comer.

The property shall be sold to the highest and best bidder(s) and said purchaser shall be 
required to pay cash or the sum of ten percent (10%) of the bid price in cash deposit with 
the balance of the purchase price to be due and payable in cash or certified funds, within 
thirty (30) days from the date of sale. The purchaser shall be required to execute a bond, 
with good and sufficient surety, bearing interest at the rate of 12% per annum from the date 
which is thirty (30) days following the date of sale, until paid, and payable to the Master 
Commissioner. 

The purchaser shall have the privilege of paying all or any part of the purchase price 
or paying said bond before maturity by paying the balance of the principal together with 
all accmed interest thereon. If the total purchase price is not paid in cash, the required 
deposit shall be applied to any expenses incurred by a default of the purchaser. Provided, 
however, in the event a party of this action is the successful bidder at the sale of the property 
by the Master Commissioner, then the said party, upon payment of the court costs and sale 
expenses and any liens or judgments that have been given priority herein over the lien and 
judgment of said successful bidder/party, shall have its bid credited against its judgment 
herein. 

If the purchaser(s) fails to comply with the terms of the sale then, in such event, the 
Master Commissioner shall immediately resell the property upon the same terms and 
conditions as set forth herein, excepting only any necessary changes in the time and date of 
sale. Possession of the property herein sold shall be given to the purchaser after payment 
in full of the purchase price and confirmation of the sale by the Bracken Circuit Court. 
Pursuant to the Judgment herein, the purchaser shall be required to assume and pay all ad 
valorem property taxes assessed against the property for 2015 and all subsequent years 
thereafter. The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty 
by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the purchaser shall receive a deed to 
property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and 
after confirmation of the sale by Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption 
if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.
